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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The primary reason for allowance of claims 1 and 2 is the inclusion of a 
determiner, operated when a remaining amount of expendable material is estimated to 
become equal to or less than a reference amount, for determining a cartridge is used; 
and an inhibitor, operated upon determining that the cartridge is used, for preventing 
improper reloading of the expendable material, and for generating an alarm signal. This 
is found in all of claims 1 and 2, but not disclosed nor suggested by the prior art of 
record. 

The primary reason for allowance of claims 3-7 is the inclusion of a detecting 
method and a determiner for checking whether the cartridge has memory upon loading 
of the cartridge in the image forming device, and determining that the cartridge is an 
improper cartridge when there is a lack of memory, checking whether the expendable 
material is used up or not according to the information when the memory exists in the 
cartridge, and determining that the cartridge is an improper cartridge if the expendable 
material is used up. This is found in all of claims 3-7, but not disclosed nor suggested 
by the prior art of record.
